WATCH YOUR EYES 


Each year we Americans 
use our eyes to read approx- 
imately 18 and one-half bill- 
fon newspapers, four and 
one-half billion magazines 
and 450 million books. To 
our forefathers, these seem- 
ingly astronomical figures 
would be hard to compre- 
hend, for reading in their 
era was limited to an occa- 
sional newspaper or letter or 
the family bible. 

To our ancestors these 
calculations would be be- 
yond his reason, for his eyes 
were used for long distance 
viewing in hunting game 
and spotting the enemy. Our 
modern civilization of the 
printed page and the electric 
Ught is a mixed blessing, for 
it imposes great strain on 
our eyes through which we 
receive 83 per cent of our 
knowledge, 

Two of the major causes 
of eye strain are prolonged 
use of the eyes and improper 
illumination. Very often, we 
can do little to damage the 
lenght of time we must use 
our eyes in the daily course 
of business. However, accor- 
ding to a spokeman for the 
Murine Company of Chicago, 
there are a numbr of basic 
rules for good eye care that 
should help us {n our daily 
douts with eye fatigue. 

1, Make sure you practice 
good reading habits. The 
ideal reading situation is 
100 watt bulb about 20 in- 
ches form the page with the 
Ught coming over the shoul- 
der. The lamp should be so 
placed that the light bathes 


with a glare-free, shadow- 
Jess light, Hold reading mat- 
ter slightly below eye level 
and about 18 inches away. 
Never read facing a window. 

2. Have proper over-all 
room illumination. General 
lighting in a room is better 
than a pin-point Mght on 
your reading matter. Make 
sure that shiny wails, over- 
head lights, and table tops 
don't cause improper reflec- 
tions at your vision point. 

3. Rest your eyes. Even 
though the eye has over- 
whelming adaptability, and 
can be used for reading for
